lorn, baa just been discovered here 
The details come from one who was let 
into the scheme bat who afterwards re< 
fused to participate. Three men in tin 
plot were Jim Lawrence, a man by the 
name of Trainor and another known ai 
"Chicago." All have wotked for some 
inoothB on the .Miller & Lux ranch here 
and in that way became acquainted with 
the country round about. 


For yeare it has been Mr. Miller's cue- 


torn to make periodical vieita to bis do- 
main here, spending some daya in look- 
ing after the droves of cattle and sheep 
and the crops of grain. A plan was 
formed by the men above mentioned to 
capture him on one of theae tripB and 
hurry him off to a secluded place and 
demand a price for hie liberty. The 
place selected for hiding him wag an 
abandoned camp aome miles from the 
Miller & Lux fields, away from any road 
that is ttaveled at this season of the 
year. Once away from the eye of the 
world a demand was to be made for 
$75,000. Two of the men would then 
hold Miller captive white the tbird pro- 
ceeded to town and cashed the check. 


Miller made his usual trip to the 


ranch u lew days ago and everything 
was in readiness to carry out the plane, 
but it happened that hia superintend- 
ent, W. W. Wible, who is also president 
of the Bank of llakorelield, went to the 
ranch with him and traveled over tbu 
ranch for several days in his company. 
Aa no opportunity was presented to get 
Miller alone tho plan had to bo aban- 
doned, us it was desirable that Wiblu 
should not be taken also. A day or two 
ago Miller left hia ranch and the fourth 
man who hud a knowledge of the plot 
Cold Wiblu the particulars. The other 
throe men learned that the plot was 
discovered and liuvudieappeared. Thuy 
equipped themselves with the beet sad- 
dle horses to be Imci and Mexico IB aaid 
to be their destination.

WAGES REDUCED. 


Several Thousand Santa Fe Pacific 


Workmen Alice ted.

•ays: Richard English, general master 
mechanic of the Santa Fe Pacific rail- 
road, formerly the Atlantic and Pacific, 
threw a bomb shell into tbe ranks of 
the railroad shop employes this tnorn< 
ing, presenting them with a circular an* 
pouncing a general sweeping reduction 
in wages. The wage schedule went into 
effect this morning and although there 
appears to be some disatiefttction among 
some of the wage earners, the reduction 
was accepted. Machinists and boiler 
makers are reduced from $3.40 to $3,20 
per day and their helpers from $20 cents 
per hour to \7}4. cents; carpenters are 
reduced from 25 cents per hour to 19>£ 
cents, and blacksmiths, pattern makers, 
braes moulders, car inspectors, etc., are 
reduced from 20 to 15 cents per hour. 
Skilled helpers of all kinds will be paid 
at tbla point from 17)£ to 25 cents, and 
all points outside from 20 cents to 27% 
cents per hour. The reduction extends 
all along the line from Albuquerque to 
Loa Aneeles and effects e 
employes.

WASHINGTON, July 1.—Tbe finance 


committee suffered* several unexpected 
reverses during tho progress of the tariff 
bill today, being defeated on three im- 
portant votes. 
Cotton bagging 
was 


placed on tho free list, SO to 25, and cot- 
ton ties also by a vote of 28 to 23. The 
duty on white pine lumber waa reduced 
from $2 to $1 per thousand, 32 to 31. 


The amendment on pine occasioned 


the greatest surprise and led to a gen* 
eral breaking rp o! party lines on both 
sides of the chamber. During the early 
etagea of the debate tbe duty on lumber, 
including piue, waa placed at $2 after a 
protracted contest. Today Mr. Teller 
returned to tbe contest and moved to 
place white pine lumber on tho free list. 
The amendment was defeated by the 
close vote of 32 to 33, four Republicans, 
Baker, Carter, Manebrough and Quay 
joining with tbe Democrats, Populists 
and silver Republicans in the allirma- 
tive, while three Democrats. Bacon, 
McEnery and Martin, voted with the 
Republicans in the negative. 


Following up this close vote Mr. Man- 


tle moved to reduce the rate on white 
pine from $2 to $1 and this was carried 
by a majority of one. Two Republicans, 
Baker and Carter, voted with the Dem- 
ocrats in the affirmative and 
three 


Democrats, Bacon, McKnory and Mar- 
tin, with the Republicans in the nega- 
tive. The bill is now completed with 
the exceptions of the reciprocity section 
and some comparatively minor para- 
graphs. 


Much progress was made today in 


clearing up detached paragraphs here- 
tofore passed over. Only three of these, 
conl tar, potash and tea, remain, BO that 
those items, the reciorocity section and 
the brief internal revenue and adminis- 
tration provisions, are all that remain of 
the bill to be disposed'of before the final 
vote io taken.

TheSacramento Sec tries very hard to 


«how that "the boasted fleet of England 
i, bat .n ciiipty shell, etc." 
The Bee 


ouiht to tackle eomethine that'e easier 
to prove. The fact that England finds 
U a rather difficult matter to get nil the 
tailors she needs in time of peace by no 
means indicates that she «ould ho un- 
able to provide each vessel with a full 
complement in time of war. Ae for tbe 
difficulty of defending her great but 
scattered empire, the lite should not 
auppose that England would be content 
to remain on the defensive merely. She 
would make it so interesting lor the 
power or powers opposed to her that 
they would very likely not have a great 
deal of time to engage in empire smash^ 
ing. Thin is not said in praise oi Eng 
land, for such dastardly truckling would 
of course be out of place in an Amer- 
ican newspaper, but it is stated merely 
u a cold fact which England's enemies 
will do well to consider. 


The lite ie again mistaken when, 


turning to the United States, it tries to 
show how easy it wonld be for us to dc- 
fend ourselves against attack. It saje: 
"Her (the United States') entire naval
